DEATH TO THE FISH. 


The Singular Manner Jn Which a Hail- 
storm Destroyed Them. 


The story of (he poisoning of Dawlio 


Lake, in Georgetown County, by B 
ball-storm, as telegraphed, and which 
many persons supposed to be "fishy," 
has been corroborated in uvery par- 
ticular by a prominent citizen ot 
Georgetown, wno had 
Investigated 


tho mutter at the request of General 
Grooly, chief of the Signal Service. 


A dense mass of Hack gum trees 


suriouuds tho lake on all sides. It is 
well known that the leaves of this 
tree are strongly Impregnated with 
tnnnlc acid. It has also been ascer- 
tained that the bottom ot the lako con- 
tains s alight deposit Of Iron. Tho 
poisoning of the water, therefore, is 
thus 
explained. 
The 
hail-storm 


bruised and filled the lake 
with 


tho 
loaves 
and 
small 
branches 


of tho trees; the tante acid emanat- 
ing from which, mingled with the iron 
and formed tannato of iron, causing 
the water to turn black as ink and bit- 
ter as quinine, and poisoning the fishes 
by thousands. 


Some of the people living In die 


noighhoihood believe that the, condi- 
tion of tho lake is due to a Judgment 
from God. This lake is in .-ality a 
godsend for many a poor family near 
by. 
They get fish from it tho year 


round, and if It is not replenished soon 
it will be a Judgment to them, sure 
enough. 


One species of the fish inhabiting this 


lake BUI vivcd the singular disaster, and 
that was tho mudfish, which buried 
Itself in the mud at the bottom and 
thus escaped the offsets of tho poison. 
Tho stench arising from tho dead and 
rotten fish is dosciibed as fearful. 
Tho thousands of 
buzzards taking 


thoir departure in the evening for 
their roosting places, after a day's 
feast, are described as making a noise 
similar to that of an approaching cy- 
clone. On each end of Dawho Lake, 
about half a mile distant, is a email 
lako, in which numbers of fish also 
abound, but which, npon examination, 
show no signs of tho hailstorm which 
swept over Dawho. This confirms the 
belief that tho direct cause of the dis- 
istoi to tho fish is duo to the lin.il- 
stoim.—Cfiarleston (8. C.) News and 
Conner.

If the Indians agree to 
the allotment in severally, many thou- 
sand acres of land will be thrown open to 
public settlement. 


To carry out the provisions of the act 


Of Congress, $18,000 is provided for the 
expenses of the commission, and the 
President authorized whenever in his 
opinion any reservation of the Bioux In- 
dians, or any part of it, is advantageous 
for agricultural or grazing purposes, and 
the progress in civilization of tho In- 
dians roottlvina rations on either or any 
of the reservations shall be suoh as to en- 
oouriigo tho belief that an allotment in 
sevoralty to Btioh Indiana, or any of them, 
would bo for the best interest of tho In- 
dians, to cause tho samo to be made.

Mr. Balwin- 
son says that one farmer, who desired to 
sell his farm and emigrate to Manitoba, 
offered hia property at auction, and the 
highest bid made was three shillings.

In the absence of Mr. Moffett, Judge 
Nelson selected J. W. Brown, of Friends 
Greek, to decide the contest by drawing 
from a closed book four slips of paper, on 
oneof which was written "Supervisor," the 
others being blanks. The slips were, 
placed in the book at random, no one 
knowing in what order the supervisor 
slip was placed. The Judge had made a 
note that the first slip should be for Hill, 
the second for Moffett, the third for Hill 
and the fourth for Moffett. The first 
two elipe drawn were blanks, but the 
third had the word "Supervisor" written 
on it, and accordingly Mfc Hill was de- 
clared the supervisor for Blue Mound 
township until the next April election. 
The arrangement was perfectly satisfac- 
tory to both attorneys, and the drawing 
was witnessed by about ten persons. Mr. 
Hill was not present when the lots were 
oast, and did not know how the drawing 
was conducted until informed by Deputy 
Clerk Skelly. The costs of the contest 
have been assessed against Mr. Moffett. 
They will foot up about 8150.

That Lynching Bee. 


The Charleston lynching affair is to be 


probed to the bottom. It is alleged that 
Miss Bumgartner, whom William Moore 
assaulted, ia a lewd character and that 
Moore was simply murdered by the mob 
that took bun from the Charleston jail 
and strong him up to the tank. A Mat- 
toon citizen says that many of the men 
who engaged in the banging are known, 
and that when the special grand jury 
meets on August Bth, a score or more of 
indictments will be found. Judge Hughes 
will hold the jury in session until every 
guilty man is indicted. It is not denied 
that Moore and the woman were together 
on the night of June 23d, when she ar- 
rived at Mattoon at midnight from 
Effingham on her way to Shelbyville to 
visit her uncle. It is now known that 
the woman is a female ot bad character 
and nearly 20 years of age. The feeling 
againsljMoore, who was a colored Repub- 
lican, was intensified by the trouble he 
hod had a few days before with a negro 
named Hoffman, who is a loud talking 
Democrat at Mattoon. The Charleston 
and Mattoon people assert that the 
lynching was prompted largely by politi- 
cal feeling and that the bum element of 
both towns engaged in the assault on the 
jail. The people now agree as to the 
bad character of the woman, and the 
lynchers themselves acknowledge they 
did wrong. Several of the ringleaders will 
probably confess, in the hope of escaping 
severe punishment. The Mattoon and 
Charleston officials are all on the watch 
for men who may skip out. They will 
not be lost sight ot and will be quickly 
nabbed when indicted. 
One ot the 


lynchers is said to be an ex-convict who 
•was sent to prison for an outrage com- 
mitted Borne years ago. He was in the 
front of the mob. This investigation 
will be an innovation in criminal prose- 
cution in Illinois. As far as known no one 
has ever been indicted or prosecuted for 
lynching a man. Hon. Horace 8. Clark 
is counsel for the widow of the murdered 
man and will bring civil action against 
the responsible participants in the mob 
for damages to the amount of 85,000. 
All of the lynohers had handkerchiefs 
over their faces, but their identity will 
be discovered by the systematic investi- 
gation that has been adopted.

Lincoln's Mad Stone. 


Dr. Honser at Lincoln has a historical 


mad-stone in his possession, a stone that 
s said to cure the bite of a mad-dog. 
The Lincoln Monitor thus describes it: 


Our reporter has always heard of the 


madstpne, and bus always had a great 
curiosity to see one, and this morning his 
eyes stuok out like warts on a dog when 
ie was shown the precious and priceless 
stone. It is about two und one-half 
metes long, and is lound nnd about the 
size of a cob. It is filled with little pores 
or cells like unto a hono>uoinb and is 
very light. The stone whon applied, if 
ihere is really any poison iu the wound, 
will adhere closely until the cells are 
illed with the poison and then it drops 
off. It is then put in sorno warm water 
and the poison allowed to soak out, when 
it is again applied. These proceedings 
are kept up till the stone falls to stick 
and the poison is all out. It is good for 
ill mad-dog bites, snake bites and all 
bites from poisonous animals. The stone 
was considerably larger than it is now, 
trat during its long stay with the family 
(eighty years) it has been broken and 
several small but precious pieces lost. 
Mr. Houser says the stone has been in 
use over eighty years, but he has not had 
it all that time. It ia the only madstpne 
within a radius of thousands of miles 
and we are informed there are only o 
few in the United States.

gether would'run down more hares 
than four hunting separately. Bat the 
hounds ran down the . hares for their 
masters. 
The modern co-operator 


runs down the hares for himself. Co- 
operation In industry means the equi- 
table distribution of - all gain among

scarcely forty years old. The co-op- 
erative idea as applied to industry ex- 
isted in the latter part of tho last 
century. Ambelakia was alnjost a co- 
operative town, as may bo read in, Da- 
tid Urquhart's "Turkey and Its Re- 
sources." So vast a municipal part- 
nership of industry has never existed 
since. The fishers on tho Cornish 
coast carried but co-operation on the 
sea, and the miners of Cumberland dug 
on the principle of sharing the profits. 
The plan has been productive of con- 
tentment and 
advantage. 
Gruyero 


is a co-operative cheese, being former- 
ly made in tho Jura mountains, whore 
the profits, wore equitably divided 
among tho makers. In 1777, as Dr. 
Langford relates in his "Century of 
Birmingham Life," tho tailors of that 
enterprising town sot up 
a co- 


operative workshop, which is 
the 


earliest In English record. In Franco 
an attempt was made by Btvboiuf in 
1790 to establish a despotism of justice 
and equality by violence, after the 
manner «( Richelieu, whose policy 
taught the French revolutionists that 
force .might be a remedy. Baboouf was 
a solitary social reformer, who at- 
tempted to establish philanthropy by 
killing those who did not like it 
But 


ha, like all co-operators, was against 
mendicity and idleness. 
In France, 


whore no groat Idea over dies, tho 
conception of Baboonf was taken up 
by men who had.tho genius of persua- 
sion in them. 
Then came Morolly, 


whose imagination had the mathe- 
matical quality of precision, and who 
defined 
tho social problem 
thus: 


"To

or poor." Then St. Simon, Fourier, 
Cabot, Loroux and others rosot tho 
scientific idea of social life in luminous 
theories. Eugland, practical and im- 
partial, acts on its own idoas and on 
thoso of others which have promise of 
results in them; and if it originates 
fow ideas, it realizes more .than any 
other nation originates. Bosldes, wo 
had our Mores and Harringtons before 
even tho French mind ran on schemes 
of life according to reason. Mora 
wroto his "Utopia" in 1616. Harring- 
ton camo with his "Ocoana" 140 years 
later. 
Excellng 
both in English 


practical genius 
came the groat 


Quaker, John Boilers, tho son of Fotti- 
plaoo Boilers, proposing his famous 
"College of Industry, 
whoso im- 


press has since boon on tho minds of 
all English community-makers. Con- 
temporaneous with tho French revolu- 
tionists wo had Sliute Harrington, 
Bishop of Durham, who surpassed all 
other bishops in human sympathy and 
social sagacity. 
Ho established at 


Mongowoll, In Oxfordshire, tho first 
known co-oporativo store, and he. 
Count Eumfoi'd and Sir Thomas Ber- 
nard published in 1795, and for many 
years after, plans of co-operative and 
social life far exceeding in variety and 
thoroughness any in the minds of per- 
sons now living.—O. J. Holyoake, in 
Fortnightly Heview.
